D. A. Blanton, president of the 
B.anton Co., 115 to 128 Spruce 
street, owner of securities of two 
of the subsidiary corporations of 
the North American Co., which 
owns the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., after achieving his in- 
dependence from the Light Trust 
by installing his own plant, wrote 
the following letter to the company 
Saturday:

Gentlemen: 

Herewith we are returning to 
you your “Principles of Equitable 
Rate Making,” received in this 
morning’s mail. We have dis- 
continued your service and you 
will kindjg drop our name from 
your: mailing list. 

From our past and varied ex- 
perience with your company we 
do not believe there is any one 
connected with the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. who re- 
ally comprehends what the term 
“equitable” means. 

On April 18th, you advised us 
that our contract with you had 
terminated and that we would he 
expected to sign one on an 
“equitable” basis. Your Contract 
Department advised us that your 
“equitable” raté would mean an 
advance of 125 per cent in our 
contract price, or an increase 
from five cents per kilowatt hour 
to 12 cents per kilowatt hour. 
Furthermore, about this time we 
made application for temporary 
power service to operate a motor. 
Your Contract Department advised 
us that this service would contem- 
plate an arbitrary charge of $50.00 
for running your cables through 
the street to our plant. As a pub- 
lic service corporation you adver- 
tise yourselves as ‘‘ready to serve,” 
which in our case was at our ex- 
pense. 

Under the intolerable conditions 
placed upon your ‘‘equitable’’ ser- 
vice we have, at the-expense of 
$125, equipped our plant with a 
small generator to be operated off 
of a shaft which runs all the time 
our plant is th operation. Basing 
the cost of light service at $25 per 
month for 2 lights, this being the 
estimated cost under the new con- 
tract given us by your Contract 
Department, we will have paid for 
our installation in five months. 
We will be able to operate five 
times as many lights as you al- 
lowed us on our contract, at no 
added expensc. 

In view of all the above there is 
nothing that the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. can put on 
paper that would make us believe 
that there is any such thing as 
any “equitable” arrangement with 
your company. 

Furthermore, your paid expert 
could draw lines during the rest of 
his natural life and he would 


never be able to convince us 
that the Union Electric Light and 


Power Co. ever has, or ever will, 
make an ‘“‘equitable’’ contract un- 
less forced to.

In Letter to Senator Rayner He 
Assails Exiled Army 
Officer. 








He USC “IMPOSSIBLE” 





Charged With Giving Lieuten- 
ant Treatment Like That 
He Has Received. 





WASHINGTON, May 23.—A 
which President Rooseveit denounces 
in the strongest terms Col. Wiliiam F 


Stewart, exiled by an assignment to 
command a deserted post in Arizona, 
has just been made public. It is as bit- 
ter a personal attack as the President 
ever made on an individual, with the 
possible exception of William D. Hay- 
wood. Col. Stewart is declared to be 
“unfit,’’ a ‘“‘nuisance,’’ to be “entitled 
to no consideration whatever.”’ and to 
have been ‘‘not only a very inefficient, 
but a very pernicious officer.’’ 

The letter was written to Senator 
Rayner of Maryland, who has acted as 
Col. Stewart's champion. It ts as fol- 
lows:

The White House, 
Washington,. May .6, 1908. 
'My Dear Senator Rayner: I have re- 
ceived your letter of May 34 and also 
tne letter you wrote to the Secretary 
of War in reference to the case as fol- 
lows: 

I made a careful investigation of the 
case of Colonel Stewart. I have be- 
fore me the report of the judge advo- 
cate general upon it, and the full report 
by Major General Duvall, and have 
looked at the original reports of Gen- 
eral Grant, Murray, and others. 

It appears that Colonel Stewart has 
been forty-one years in the army, hav- 
ing entered it when very young. He is 
now entitled to retire, having served 
forty years. He refuses to retire un- 
less he is made a brigaater general, I 
shall certainly not make him a briga- 
dier general, because he is grossly unfit 
not "gnerely. to be a brigadier general, 
but to hold his present rank in the 
army. His career has not been dis- 
tinguished for a number of years: his 
usefulness has been diminishing—indeed, 
it has not only irrevocably passed, but 
he is a nulsance in the service, being 
both incompetent and temperamentally 
unfit to exercise command over «enlisted 
men, or to control other officers, or to 
behave with propriety when brought in 
contact with civilians. 


“Impossible” as Commanding Officer. 

As General Duvall reports, it is well 
known throughout the artillery service 
that Colonel Stewart is an ‘‘impossible” 
commanding officer, and he is a man 
who in civil Hfe could under no cir- 
cumstances have risen to any position 
of influence or authority over his fel- 
lows. 

During the last three years the trou- 
ble with Colonel Stewart has reached a 
climax. In 1905, when he was in com- 
mand at Fort Williams, Me., an officer 
of his command, his quartermaster, wag 
court-martialed. dismissed from the ar- 
my, and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for the perpetration of most outrageous 
frauds upon the Government, which had 
extended over a considerable period of 
time. Apparently all this went on al- 
most under the very eyes of Colone] 
Stewart, but he failed to detect the 
crimes of the officer, In so doing being 
culpably remiss in exercising supervi- 
sion over his subordinates. 

At the same place he became em- 
broiled with a civilian, Mr. Cushing, a 
resident of the neighborhood of the mili- 
tary reservation, and the War Depart- 
ment was obliged to interfere and stop 
his wrangling with Mr. Cushing. He 
also became so abusive and tyrannica] 
in his treatment of a. civilian employe, 
Mr. Randall, a plumber, that the latter 
was obliged to appeal to the War De- 
partment for protection. 

These were only some among the in- 
stances which were brought to the at- 
tention of the Department. 


‘“Temperamenta! Shortcomings.” 
In 1906 Brigadier General (now Major 
General) Grant, tne department com- 


mander, torwarded the report on Colonel 
Stewart's command to the division head- 
quarters, with the comment that the 
“unhappy condition of affairs at Fort 
Williams” was due to the action of the 
commanding officer, his shortcomings 
being temperamental, which caused him 
so to irritate those around him that in 
the opinion of ~eneral Grant the only 
way to meet the defeat was te “get rid 
of the irritant, which can be done by 
offering Colonel Stewart an alternative 
of relief from command or retirement 
on his own application.” 

The chief of artillery then Investigated 
the matter and reported that the irrita- 
tion caused to those around him by Col. 
Stewart had been known unofficially to 
the office of the Chief of Artillery for 
some time, and that Col, . Stewart's 
“methods have appeared to cause Irrita- 
tion and annoyance to officers and men 
at his own post and at the other posts

BENTON, Mo., May 23.—Capsules and 
correspondence are the reliance of the 
prosecution in the trial of Tom Duval: 
and Cora Hinkle for the murder of the 
latter’s husband, Jim Hinkle, now in 
progress in the Scott Cvunty Circuit 
Court here. All Southwest Missouri is 
intensely interested in the case. 

Five capsules found in a box in Hin- 
kle’s room after his death are in evi- 
dence. They look like other gelatine 
shells inclosing quinine. Two of them 
have been ‘‘doctored”’ with strychnine, 
according to the deposition of Dr. C. M. 
Riley of 523 Pendleton avenue, St. Louis. 

He says that apparently these two 
capsules were opened, some of the qui- 
nine spilled out, a quantity of strych- 
nine inserted in the center, and the cap- 
sules again filled to the top with qul- 
nine. 

It is the theory of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Moseley that Jim Hinkle’s death 


was caused by one of these strychnine ‘ 


capsules, swallowed under the mistaken 
impression that it contained only quli- 
nine. The prosecution is trying to con- 
nect the defendants with these poisoned 
capsules. 

Wrote of Poison. 

The correspondence submitted in evi- 
denice shows that Duvall, a widower, 
was trying to win Mrs. Hinkle from her 
husband before Hinkle’s sudden death, 
and that the writers had discussed the 
subject of his death by poison. 

Hinkle died Sunday morning, Jan. 26, 
a few hours after taking a capsule 
from a box on a mantel in his home. 
Dr. U. P. Haw of Benton testified today 
that Hinkle died from strychnine pois- 
oning, 

Fred Abbott, a school teacher, who 
boarded with the Hinkies, testified that 
he saw’*Hinkle take the capsule from 
the box. Ozias Denton testified that 
Hinkle told him as he (Hinkle) was dy- 
ing, to get a ietter from Hink!-’s under- 
neath pants pocket. 

The letter proved to be from Duvall 
to Mrs. Hinkle. Abboct iesifled that 
Duvall wrote two letters to Mrs. Hinkle 
in his (Abbott's) care. 

Suspicious Coffee. 

The most interesting letter «=pisode 
was related by the father and sister 
ot Mrs. Hinkle. It concerned what looks 
like an earlier attempt fo poison Hinkle 
at breakfast on the morning of Jan. ¢ 

Hinkie refused to drink his coffee be- 
cause it didn't taste right. Both the 
father and sieter testificd (hat the cof- 
fee smelled “kind of like it had matches 
in it.”” James Liddell, the father, said 
it tasted “like it had sulphur in it,” 
Hinkle having passed the cup to him 
for investigation. 

Prosecuting Attorney Moseley showed 
Mrs. Thurman a box ‘abeled “Rat and 
Roach Poison,” said to have been found 
in the Hinkle home. 

She placed the box to her nose and 
said its contents smelled like the strange 
odor of the coffee. 

Both Mrs. Thurman and Liddell tes- 
tified that they and Hinkle knew of 
Mrs. Hinkle’s friendship for Duvall. 
They said that at breakfast Mrs. Hin- 
kle asked Jim’s permission to write 
“one more letter to Tom Duvall, just 
one.”’ ‘ 

Death Announced Too Soon. 

James Liddell testified that Mrs. Hin- 
kle said to her husband, “I have some 
things that Tom Duvall’s wife gave me, 
and I just want to write him to come 
over and get them.”’ 

Effie Liddell Thurman, the sister, tes- 
tified that Mrs. Hinkle thereupon gave 
her a letter to send Duvall. She was 
suspicious, and after leavfng the house 
with it, opened it in the presence of 
Mr. Thompson said it read 
something like this: 

‘Mr. Duvall: Jim is dead, and if you 
still love me and want me as you said 
you did, you can get me. 

“Jim is dead, and from the way he 
died he must haye died from poison. 

“I will come to you quick as I can 
settle up.’’ 

This announcement of Jim Hinkle’s 
death, developments proved, was pre- 
mature by about two weeks. Duvall, 
who lived on an adjoining farm, sub- 
sequently wrote Mrs. Hinkle that there 
must be some mistake, as he saw Hin- 
kle in the flesh. 

Offered to Bring Wife. 

Duvall, who is 5 and quite deaf, 
adopted heroic measures to win Mrs. 
Hinkle, who is 28, according to testi- 
mony. Jim Baker, then a tenant of 
Duvall, declares Duvall sent him to 
Hinkle with an offer to pay Hinkle 
$200 if he (Hinkle) would let his wife 
get a divorce and marry Duvall. 

Baker said Hinkle spurned the offer. 

Liddell, on the stand, told a remark-

the Chief of Artillery in this case.”’ 

“Malice and Vindictivness.” 

Col. Stewart, having forwarded an ap- 
plication to be appointed a Brigadier- 
General, the Department Commander de- 
clined to recommend it, and stated that 
Col. Stewart’s arrogant narrowness, hls 
suspicion of those about him, his fre- 
quent, if not haDitual tyrannies, and his 
apparent malice and vindictiveness to- 
ward those who had incurred his re- 
sentment, were not faults which could 
be ignored, even if the Colone) had been, 
which he was not, a commander of high 
technicai value. 

The Division Commander in forward- 
ing the application to the War Depart- 
ment stated that judging from the let- 
ters and indorsement before him, Col. 
Stewart was entirely unfitted for the 
duties of a commanding officer. 


Complaints Cohtinued. 


Then follows accounts of petty 
troubles reported on testimony of the 
chief officers under Col. Stewart's com- 
mand.

“There can ‘be but one conclusion 
from the testimony of his division and 
department commanders, his corps com- 
mander, his second in command, his own 
staff officers, and all others who have 
been called upon; Col. Stewart is unfit 
for command.

PROOF VS. THEORY. 

No unbiased person reading the affidavit of 
George W. Eads, who interviewed former Water 
Commissioner Holman, employed as a rate ex- 
pert by the Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
with his accompanying statement concerning the 
interview, can believe that Mr. Eads misrepre- 
sented Mr. Holman or inaccurately reported his 
utterances. Mr. Eads is a reliable and trained 
reporter. He talked with Mr. Holman for the 
purpose of reporting exactly what he said. The 
questions and answers were clearly impressed 
mind. Undoubtedly, Mr. Holman’s

memory with regard to the interview is at fault. 


But if Mr. Holman had used the word “sub- 
stantially” instead of “‘theoretically,” in speaking 
of the reduction of rates the vital point would 
have been the same. Mr. Holman’s conclusions 
are theoretical because they are based upon a 
comparison of many varieties of schedules differ- 
ing radically from former schedules and not upon 
comparisons of actual bills rendered under these 
schedules. The proof that the rate is higher or 
lower lies in the comparison of bills for similar 
service. ; 

On the point of actual charge shown by the 
bills, Friday’s Post-Dispatch offered conclusive 
evidence that one consumer paid more for elec- 
tricity under the new than under the old con- 
tract. As a matter of fact this consumer paid 
more for less electricity. 

The bills of the Great Western Paint and 
Color Co. for the month ending May 20, this 


year, show that the company was charged 
$77 for 1500 kilowatt hours, whereas thé 


charge for a corresponding period last year 
was only $68.74 for 1812 kilowatt hours. 


There is nothing theoretic in the conclusion 
that this company is paying a higher rate under 
the new than under the old schedule. And this 
is only one of many similar cases. 

These facts of actual charges—actual bills pre- 
sented for service rendered, are the facts which 
count effectively against any theory of reduc- 
tion or any testimony of experts that the sched- 
ule rates have been reduced. These are the facts 
which the Post-Dispatch demands shall be made 
| public. These are the facts which the public 
has a right to know. These are the facts which 
prove the necessity of obtaining full informa- 
tion of the company’s business with a view of 
fixing reasonable rates-—rates fair to the public 
and to the corporation. 

If-the Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
is _sigwere in its assertion that its rates are 
equitable and are lower than they were it 
will accept the fair offer of the Post-Dis- 
patch for an examination of its books by an 
impartial committee of experts. An examina- 
tion of this kind would determine absolutely 
the truth or falsity of the company’s claims— 
the truth or falsity of the criticisms Hirected 
againat it. 

But whether the present rates of the wanes 
are higher or lower than formerly does not af- 
fect the main point for which the Post-Dispatch 
is contending, viz, that as a public utility mo- 
nhopoly chartered and franchised to serve the pub- 
lic, the Union Electric Light and Power Co. and 
its allied public utility corporations should be 
regulated by the munictpality. The only means 
of protecting the public against oppression by 
monopolized public utilities is fair and effective 
regulation on the basis of the actual cost of 
service. 

The way to get this information is open to the 
Municipal Assembly. It can create a municipal 
commission empowered to obtain all the facts. 
On the basis of these facts it can fix equitable 
rates and conditions of service.

NEW BOOKS.

WILL TAKE TWO YEARS 


Building Will Pe Unique in 
Having First’ Floor Read- 
ing Room. 





It will be at least two years before 
the new public library will be ready 
for occupancy. 

This is the statement of Cass Gilbert, 
the architect of the building, who has 
submitted his plans to the Public Li- 
brary Board. 

The Board has accepted the plans and 
the next step will be to invite bids for 
the work from contractors. It is the 
purpose of the Board to let the contract 
for the whole work, the excavating, the 
foundations and superstructure, to one 
bidder. 

it is estimated that within five or six 
weeks the bids ought to be before the 
Board. It may then be necessary to in- 
vite other bids. But even if one of the 
first set of bids submitted is accepted, 
the contractor wil require two years to 
finish the building. 

Mr. Gilbert thinks that work upon 
it will be under way within six weeks 
or two months. 

Different From Skyscrapers. 

“This is different from the ordinary 
building,’” said Mr. Gilbert. “A sky- 
scraper may be put up in six months. 
But this library is to be one of the 
largest in this country. It calls for 
the very best class of construction and 
the highest grade of workmanship, and 
all of that takes time.’’ 

It is not yet known of what material 
it will be built. The contractors will 
bid upon different material and the 
Board will decide. But Mr. Gilbert says 
the building will be absolutely fireproof. 

Will Face Olive Street. 

The building will face Olive stree, 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. It will set back 74 feet from 
the Olive street line. Between it and 
the street wfll be broad steps and grassy 
terraces. The rear of the building will 
be about on a line with the south side 
of Locust street, where it enters Four- 
teenth street. 

The ground plan designed by Mr. Gil- 
bert provides for the extension of Lo- 
cust street, through the library block, 
behind the building, in a curved walk 
or driveway. Between this road and 
St. Charles street at the north end of 


the block will be a sunken garden. 
The Board has not yet accepted this 


part of the plan, but has it under con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Gilbert says of the new library 
building: ‘‘The feature of this building, 
as distinguishing it frem all other li- 
brary buildings, is its great central de- 
livery hall. This will be 49 feet wide, 
118 feet long and 35 feet high. 

Lighted on Three Sides. 

It will be lighted on three sides. This 
room will be entered from Olive street. 
Inimeciately within the entrance is the 
large room in which they will register 
and get cards and books and return 
books. To the right and left will be the 
reference and shelf rooms. Behind the 
desks will be the great stackroom, with 
seven stories of metal stacks each 8 feet 
high. You see, the public will receive 
its books from the same floor on which 
they are stored and the reading room 
will be on that floor, too. This will in- 
sure the quickest service.’’ 

In the great New York library, which 
is yet unfinished, the reading room is 
above the stack room. In the Boston 
public library the reading room is on 
the second floor. 

Exterior of Library. 

Mr. Gilbert thus describes the li- 
brary exterior: 

“The building is designed in the 
early Italian renaissance style. The 
main effect will be in the Olive street 
facade. It will reach its climax in 
the main entrance in the center of the 
facade. This entrance is made up of 


three oe arches, to which a 

great stairway leads from the pave- 
song, 5 At the base of the arches will 
our standing sculptured figures. 

M Ptantine the stairway near the 
sidewalk will be two colossal seated 
figures. Less important sculptures 
will be placed in the spandrels of the 
arches and on the attic above them. 
At the Olive street corners at Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets great 
niches are provided for sculptured 
seated figures. 

“Stone screens, filling the lower 
portions of the window spaces on Ol- 
ive street, will carry the names of 
famous writers of all nations and 
ages, the lettering. by creating shad- 
ows, making a color tone different 
from that of the plain stone surfaces. 

“The three archways open into a 
vaulted vestibule, the exact decora- 
tion of which has not yet been de- 
termined, except that it will not be 
mosaic,’’

Mrs. Byron W. Kaup of 352 Blase ave- 
nue and Fred Arnold, vice-president of 
the D. Sommers Furniture Co.. 1126 
Olive street, have won in a controversy 
with the Laclede Gas Light Co. in the 
matter of furnishing a meter for a two- 
burner gas stove. 

Mrs. Kaup, who recently moved from 
St. Joseph to St. Louis, purchased a 
two-burner gas stove from the furniture 
company. She says that when she made 
application for a meter for fuel gas 
she was inforpmed by the clerk that no 
meter would be supplied for a two- 
burner stove, as it would not consume 
enough gas in a year to pay for the 
meter. 

Invokes Mr. Arnold. 

Returning to the furniture store, Mrs 
Kaup took up the matter with Mr. 
Arnold. Telephone communications 
passed between a supposed purchaser 
of a stove and clerks and officials of 
the gaslight company for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the gaslight com- 
pany had a rule that it would not put in 
a meter for a two-burner stove. 

Mr. Arnold says the man who made 
the telephone inquiry was given the 
Same information that Mrs. Kaup was 
given—that a meter would not be fur- 
nished for a two-burner stove. A threat 
was then made that unless the gas com- 
pany did furnish the meter a mandamus 
suit would be brought to compel it to 
serve the customer. 

The gas company then sent a Mr. 
Grady around to see Mr. Arnold. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Arnold, the representa- 
tive of the gas company said it would 
not put in a meter for any gas stove 
consuming less than 30 cubic feet of gas 
an hour, with all burners lighted. 

The gas company finally agreed t» put 
in the meter and promised *frs. Kaup to 
have the work done Saturday. 

James E. McLeod, acting manager of 
the gas company, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the clerk who tovk the 
application for the meter evidently 
failed to understand what kind of an 
appliance Mrs. Kaup wanted to put in. 


Tells of Misupderstanding. 


“I found upon investigating the case,’’ 
said Mr. McLeod, ‘‘that the salesman 
with whom Mrs. Kaup first took up the 
matter, evidently misunderstood what 
kind of an appliance she had purchased. 
He thought, from her description, that 
it was what we call a ‘hot plate,’ a 
small device without an oven. We do 
not put in meters for that kind of an 
appliance. 

“When Mrs. Katup came back a sec- 
ond time and described to another sales- 
man exactly what kind of a range she 
had, the application was put through. 
We are only too glad to put in meters 
for any kind of a stove that will burn 
gas. We would be very glad to put in 
10,000 meters for two-burner stoves if 
we could get the applications.”’

UNFAIR, HOLDS 
GERMAN COURT

Editor Given Opportunity to 
Get New Hearing—Open- 
ing Date Not Fixed. 








LEIPSIC, Germany, May 23.—The Su- 
preme Court of the empire decided to- 
day that the trial ending in the sen- 
tencing of Editor Maximilian Harden 
of Die Zukunft to prison for libeling 
Gen. Count Cuno von Moltke was un- 
fair. It sent the case back for a re- 
hearing. 

Harden, one of the most radical of 
German editors, began a flerce attack 
many months ago on a kitchen cabinet 
long in ..gh favor with the Kaiser and 
known to its members as the Knights 
of the Round Table. He accused the 
knights not only of political intrigues, 
but of the grossest forms of immorality. 

Still Active Despite Snub. 

Moltke, a nephew of the famous Gen- 
eral of that name and commander of 
the Berlin garrison, sued Harden, lost 
his case, appealed, got a conviction and 
was held to favor. 

The reversal of the last verdict is a 
heavy blow at the entire group of ac- 
cused officials. 

Prince zu Eulenberg, a former Am- 
bassador to Rome and Foreign Minis- 
ter, is awaiting trial at present on a 
charge of perjury in connection with his 
testimony before a military court which 
dismissed him from the army on the 
strength of Harden’s charges. 

The Court’s judgment amounts to a 
crushing condemnation of the legal 
methods at the trial finding in the ed- 
itor’s conviction. The general opinion 
was that the Court was determined to 
make a scapegoat of him, despite the 
fact that it might accept and act on 
the accusations he made. 


Harden made an eloquent speech be- 
fore thet judges withdrew to consider 
the verdict, describing how the Court 
maneuvered against him to obtain his 
convicti He has been released on 
bond pending the retrial.
